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MARKET  REVIEW 

Primary  distributors'  inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on  Dec.  30, 

1972,  totaled  2,694,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  about  8,000  tons  more  than  on  Dec.  31,  1971,  and  about  477,000  tons 
more  than  at  the  end  of  November  1972.     Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held 

by  cane  sugar  refiners  totaled  1,201,000  tons,  up  144,000  tons  from  year-end 
1971  and  up  325,000  tons  from  Nov.  30,  1972.     Beet  sugar  processors'  stocks  of 

I,  365,000  tons  were  19,000  tons  more  than  at  year- end  1971  and  174,000  tons 
more  than  a  month  earlier.     Off- setting  the  rise  in  year- end  stocks  of  beet 
sugar  processors  and  cane  sugar  refiners  in  1972  as  compared  with  1971  was  a 
decline  in  stocks  of  mainland  cane  sugar  processors  of  about  158,000  tons. 

During  December,  preliminary  reports  of  deliveries  of  sugar  by  primary 
distributors  for  consumption  in  the  continental  United  States  totaled  1,010,000 
short  tons,  raw  value.     This  was  about  23,000  tons  more  than  during  December 

1971  and  161,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier.     Deliveries  during  December 

1972  included  132,000  tons  of  constructive  deliveries  so  that  physical  deliveries 
were  21,000  tons  less  than  during  December  1971. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
during  the  period  January- November  1972  were  0.6  percent  above  those  of  the 
same  period  of  1971.     Increases  were  reported  in  three  of  the  five  geographical 
regions  with  the  South  up  the  most- -3.0  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central 
region  up  1.8  percent  and  the  New  England  up  1.4  percent.     In  the  mid-Atlantic 
region  deliveries  were  down  4.5  percent  and  in  the  West  down  0.2  percent. 

Individually,  26  states  received  more  sugar  during  the  first  11  months  of 
1972  as  compared  with  those  months  of  1971;  23  received  less  and  in  one  the 
receipts  were  about  the  same.     There  were  14  states  where  reported  deliveries 
increased  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  and  in  seven  the  increase  exceeded 
200,000  hundredweight.     Ohio  had  the  largest  increase,  up  657,000  hundredweight, 
followed  by  Georgia  up  482,000,  Texas  up  410,000  and  Florida  up  402,000  hun- 
dredweight.    In  nine  states  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  were  down 
more  than  100,000  hundredweight  with  New  York  down  the  most-- 1, 194,000  hun- 
dredweight, New  Jersey  down  305,000  hundredweight  and  Maryland  down  295,000 
hundredweight . 

During  the  period  under  review,   interested  sellers  have  announced  changes 
in  their  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  paper 
bags--  the  basis  pack--and  in  bulk  in  several  of  the  pricing  territories. 

On  Dec.  20,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  the  effective  date 
of  the  .20  cent  per  pound  increase  in  the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold 
at  wholesale  (announced  Dec.  14,  1972,  to  become  effective  at  close  of 
business  Dec.  22,  1972,  in  eight  of  their  nine  sales  territories)  had  been 
changed  to  close  of  business  Dec.  29,  1972. 

On  Dec.  21,  1972,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  a  competitive  allowance 
on  bulk  granulated  sugar  shipped  in, the  Gulf  territory  making  their  price 

II.  75  cents  per  pound  less  .10  cent.     Effective  opening  of  business  Jan.  2, 

1973,  their  quoted  price  was  to  have  been  11.95  cents  per  pound  less  .10  cent. 
However,  on  Dec.  27,  the  .10  cent  per  pound  allowance  was  rescinded,  effective 
Jan.  2,  1973.     On  Jan.  2,  1973,  the  same  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in 
the  Chicago-west  territory,  they  would  consider  orders  for  bulk  rail  cars  of 
refined  sugar  on  a  day-to-day  basis  at  11.45  cents  per  pound  less  .10  cent  per 
pound  competitive  allowance.    This  offer  was  made  subject  to  withdrawal  without 
notice.

Significant  variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found 
in  certain  regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive  conditions. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
during  December  was  14.10  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.00  cents  in  November  and 
13.74  cents  in  December  of  last  year.     The  average  for  calendar  year  1972  at 
13.91  cents  per  pound  was  2.2  percent  higher  than  the  average  for  calendar  year 


The  "spot"  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  10  bulk  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)   averaged  9.19 
cents  per  pound  in  December,  up  from  9.03  cents  in  November  and  up  from  8.84 
cents  per  pound  in  December  of  last  year.     For  calendar  year  1972  the  price 
averaged  9.09  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  of  6.7  percent  above  the  average  for 
calendar  year  1971. 

The  strong  trend  in  the  New  York  duty  paid  price  for  raw  sugar,  which 
developed  in  December  continued  into  January  with  the  quotation  rising  to  9.40 
cents  per  pound  for  the  period  Jan.  4-17.     On  Jan.   17,  the  price  declined  to 
9.38  where  it  has  remained  through  Jan.  23.     On  Jan.  24,  the  quotation  declined 
to  9.35  cents  per  pound,  equivalent  to  the  current  price  objective  for  January 


The  "spot"  quotation  for  world  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports  including 
Brazil  averaged  9.08  cents  per  pound  during  December,  up  from  7.25  cents  in 
November  and  5.95  cents  during  December  of  last  year.     For  the  calendar  year 
1972,  the  quotation  averaged  7.43  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  of  64.4  percent 
above  the  average  of  4.52  cents  during  calendar  year  1971. 

The  strong  upward  trend  in  the  world  sugar  price  quotation  that  developed 
during  December  continued  into  January  rising  from  9.65  cents  on  Jan.   1  to 
10.20  cents  on  Jan.   12  and  13,   after  which  it  declined  to  8.75  cents  on  Jan.  19, 
rose  to  9.00  cents  on  Jan.  22  and  on  Jan0  23  fell  to  8.55  cents  per  pound.  On 
Jan.  26,  world  sugar  was  quoted  at  9.05  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  Jan. 
1-26,  averaged  9 .42  cents  compared  with  8.22  cents  during  the  same  period  last 
year . 


Physical  deliveries  of  quota  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  1972  totaled 
11,351,000  short  tons,  raw  value,   according  to  preliminary  reports,,  This 
compares  with  11,361,000  tons  physically  delivered  in  1971,  a  record  year. 

Work  stoppages  and  threats  of  work  stoppages,  which  had  complicated  the 
sugar  supply  situation  during  the  prior  two  years,  were  not  a  serious  problem 
during  1972,   although  the  year  began  in  the  midst  of  a  dock  strike  which  had

1973. 
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halted  most  commercial  shipping  on  the  West  coast  since  July  1,  1971.  This 
strike  was  settled  in  February  and  no  serious  difficulties  from  work  stoppages 
►  were  encountered  during  the  remainder  of  the  year.     Year-end  1972  stocks  of 

primary  distributors  were  at  about  the  same  level  as  those  reported  at  year-end 

*  1971. 

Deliveries 

Preliminary  reported  sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  con- 
sumption (other  than  for  feed  and  alcohol)   in  the  continental  United  States 

*  during  calendar  year  1972  totaled  11,395,000  short  tons,  raw  value.     This  was 
a  new  record  and  compares  with  reported  deliveries  during  calendar  year  1971 

"4  of  11,288,000  tons  and  11,310,000  tons  in  1970,  the  previous  record.  Included 

in  the  total  1972  deliveries  were  approximately  132,000  tons  of  constructive 
marketings  compared  with  88,000  tons  at  year-end  1971.     Inclusion  of  the 
constructive  deliveries  in  the  year  of  actual  delivery  indicate  physical 
deliveries  in  1972  of  11,351,000  tons  as  compared  with  11,361,000  tons  physically 
delivered  in  1971. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1972,  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  were  at  an 
annual  rate  of  about  11,700,000  tons.     During  this  period  refined  sugar  prices 
were  increasing,  the  world  price  of  raw  sugar  exceeded  the ^domestic  price  and 
some  domestic  sugar  is  believed  to  have  been  used  for  ex-quota  purposes. 
During  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  1972,  physical  deliveries  were  at  an 
annual  rate  of  approximately  11,400,000  tons.     Refined  sugar  prices  weakened 
in  the  fourth  quarter  and  physical  deliveries  declined  to  an  annual  rate  of 

*  about  10,900,000  tons  which  undoubtedly  reduced  users  year-end  invisible  inven- 
tories from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.     If  consumption  during  the  year  was  at 

*i  an  11,400,000  ton  level  and  physical  deliveries  totaled  11,350,000  tons,  then 

invisible  stocks  were  down  by  about  50,000  tons. 

Consumption  of  11,400,000  tons  in  1972  would  be  at  a  per  capita  rate  of 
109.6  pounds,  or  about  the  same  as  in  1971  and  1970.     The  actual  per  capita 
domestic  consumption  of  sugar  was  probably  below  the  two  previous  years  since 
some  domestic  sugar  was  undoubtedly  used  for  ex-quota  purposes.     Sugar  imports 
for  this  purpose  during  calendar  year  1972  were  considerably  less  than  normal. 

m  Except  for  the  large  deliveries  in  March,  most  monthly  deliveries  in  1972  did 

not  vary  too  much  from  a  normal  pattern.     During  the  first  three  quarters  of 

*v  the  year,  physical  deliveries  were  about  75,000  tons  above  the  seasonally  ad- 

justed annual  rate  of  11,400,000  tons  consumption,  but  during  the  fourth 
quarter  deliveries  were  about  125,000  tons  below  that  rate,  which  would  pre- 
sumably reduce  year-end  invisible  stocks  by  about  50,000  tons. 

Although  reported  beet  sugar  deliveries  in  1972  were  about  77,000  tons, 
K  raw  value,  more  than  in  1971,  physical  deliveries  of  3,472,000  tons  in  1972 

were  about  39,000  tons  less  than  the  3,511,000  tons  physically  delivered  in 
y  1971,  when  they  were  larger  than  in  any  other  year.     Despite  the  West  coast 

dock  strike  that  closed  most  of  the  ports  in  that  area  during  January  and  early 
February  1972,  cane  sugar  refiners  delivered  7,731,000  tons  for  U.  S.  con- 
sumption, the  highest  of  record  and  about  40,000  tons  more  than  in  1971,  the 
previous  record.     Direct  consumption  sugar  deliveries  by  importers  and  Mainland 
Cane  processors  in  1972  were  about  10,000  tons  less  than  in  1971,  principally 
*  because  imports  from  Puerto  Rico  declined  about  20,000  tons. 

•r  During  the  first  three  quarters  of  1972,  reported  deliveries  of  corn 

sweeteners  accounted  for  about  16.5  percent  of  the  reported  deliveries  of  all 
nutritive  sweeteners  (corn  sweeteners  and  sucrose)  compared  with  16.0  percent 
and  15.2  percent,  respectively,  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1971  and 
1970.  Of  the  total  quantity  of  corn  sweeteners  reported  delivered  during  the 
first  three  quarters  of  1972,  corn  sirup  accounted  for  74.3  percent  of  the 
total  compared  with  71.1  percent  and  70.2  percent,  respectively,  during  those 
periods  of  1971  and  1970. 
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Pattern  of  deliveries 

The  pattern  of  refined  sugar  deliveries  to  various  types  of  buyers  in  1972, 
based  on  January- September  deliveries,  the  latest  available,  were  up  2.3  per- 
cent from  the  comparable  period  of  1971.     Beverage  manufacturers,  the  largest 
sugar  using  group,  continued  to  increase  their  share,  up  0.4  percent  while  the 
share  of  wholesale  grocers  (including  jobbers  and  sugar  dealers),  the  second 
largest  user,  declined  0.7  percent.     The  share  of  the  total  reported  deliveries 
of  sugar  received  by  the  principal  types  of  buyers  during  January- September 
1972  and  1971  is  shown  below:

Consumption  requirements  and  quota  charges 

The  Sugar  Act  amendments  of  1971  require,   in  accordance  with  Sec.  201  (a) 
that  the  Secretary  shall  determine  for  each  calendar  year,  beginning  with  1972, 
the  amount  of  sugar  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  consumers  in  the  con- 
tinental United  States  and  to  attain  the  price  objective  set  forth  in  subsection 
(b) .     The  determination  is  to  be  made  in  October  of  the  year  preceding  the 
calendar  year  for  which  the  determination  is  being  made  and  at  such  other  times 
thereafter  as  may  be  required  to  attain  such  price  objective. 

The  1971  amendments  to  the  Act  further  provide  that  the  determination  of 
requirements  of  consumers  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  extent  necessary  to  attain 
the  price  objective  whenever  the  simple  average  of  prices  of  raw  sugar  for 
seven  consecutive  marketing  days  is  four  percent  or  more  (or  in  the  case  of 
any  seven  consecutive  market  day  period  ending  after  Oct.  31  of  any  year  and 
before  March  1  of  the  following  year,  three  percent  or  more)  above  or  below 
the  average  price  objective  so  determined  for  the  preceding  two  calendar  months^. 

Sugar  requirements  of  consumers  were  initially  established  at  11.2  million 
short  tons,  raw  value,  on  Nov.  12,  1971.     On  Jan.  5,  1972,  requirements  were 
increased  400,000  tons,  on  Jan.  14,  an  additional  200,000  tons,  on  Jan.  25,  an 
additional  100,000  tons  and  on  Feb.  23,  an  additional  100,000  tons  to  12.0 
million  tons.     On  June  5  the  requirements  of  consumers  was  reduced  200,000  tons 
to  11.8  million  tons  where  they  remained  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 
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Total  deficits  determined  in  quotas  established  under  Section  202  of  the 
4  Act  in  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  as  follows:     Domestic  Beet  Area  242,000; 
Hawaii  103,600;  Puerto  Rico  704,000;  the  West  Indies  3,751;  Haiti  4,721;  the 

*  Bahamas  23,667;  Bolivia  5,659;   and  Uganda  15,252.     The  deficits  for  the 
domestic  areas  and  Western  Hemisphere  countries  totaling  1,087,398  were  re- 
allocated by  allocating  305,741  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  (the 
maximum  quantity  they  indicated  they  would  be  able  to  supply  in  1972) ,  providing 
special  allocations  of  21,507  tons,   17,950  tons  and  4,415  tons,  respectively, 

to  Costa  Rica,  Guatemala  and  Honduras,  and  prorating  the  remainder  to  Western 
Hemisphere  countries  able  to  supply  the  sugar.     The  deficit  in  the  quota  for 
Uganda  of  15,252  tons  was  reallocated  30.08  percent  to  the  Republic  of  the 
^  Philippines  and  the  remainder  prorated  on  the  basis  of  quotas  determined  under 
Section  202  of  the  Act  to  Eastern  Hemisphere  quota  countries,  other  than 
Ireland,  except  the  proration  to  India  was  limited  so  that  their  total  quota 
would  not  exceed  84,168  tons. 

Based  on  preliminary  information,  quota  charges  during  1972  totaled 
11,853,000  tons. 

«  Quota  charges  of  11,853,000  tons  minus  about  60,000  tons  lost  in  the 

refining  process  resulted  in  an  effective  new  quota  supply  of  about  11,791,000 
tons.     With  deliveries  totaling  11,395,000  there  was  an  addition  to  .quota 
stocks  of  396,000  tons  of  which  2,000  tons  were  in  quota  stocks  held  by  importers 
and  394,000  tons  held  by  refiners  at  year-end  1972.     While  refiners'  quota  stocks 
will  be  considerably  higher  than  last  year,  overquota  and  ex-quota  sugar  stocks 
will  be  considerably  lower  and  total  reported  stocks  should  be  about  150,000 
tons  higher  than  at  year-end  1971.     This  increase  represents  constructively 

a  delivered  mainland  cane  sugar  held  at  the  mills  but  charged  to  1972  quotas. 
Physical  stocks  of  sugar  on  Dec0  31,   1972  at  refiners  will  be  at  about  the 
same  level  as  at  year-end  1971. 

At  the  end  of  1971  refiners  had  in  stocks  146,000  tons  of  1972  quota 
mainland  cane  sugar  but  because  that  area  had  to  market  about  770,000  tons  of 
new  crop  sugar  to  fill  their  quota  it  was  necessary  to  make  constructive 
deliveries. 

*  Prices 

The  spot  price  for  domestic  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
during  1972,  averaged  9.09  cents  per  pound,  6.7  percent  above  the  average  for 
1971.     The  1971  and  1970  prices  had  averaged  5.6  percent  and  4.1  percent  higher, 
respectively,  than  the  prior  years.     The  lowest  price  during  1972  was  8.60 
cents  per  pound  for  the  period  May  31- June  6,  while  the  highest  was  9„40  cents 
per  pound  during  the  period  Sept.  7-0cte  12. 

j  Raw  sugar  prices  (New  York  duty  paid)   in  1972  began  the  year  on  a  strong 

note,  rising  from  9015  cents  per  pound  on  Jan.  3  to  9.25  cents  during  Jan. 
7-12,  after  which  they  weakened,   falling  to  9.00  cents  for  the  period  Jan.  18- 
Feba  16.     They  strengthened  slightly  in  the  latter  half  of  February  and  early 
March,  rising  to  9.20  cents  during  March  9-16.     In  the  latter  half  of  March  a 
weakening  trend  developed  which  bottomed  out  at  8.70  cents  for  the  period 
April  25-May  9.     Prices  strengthened  slightly  to  8.85  cents  for  the  period 

*  May  10-23  after  which  they  again  weakened,  falling  to  8.60  cents  on  May  31, 
where  they  remained  through  June  6,  the  lowest  level  for  the  year0     From  June 
7  to  Aug.  1,  the  price  picture  was  one  of  strength,   the  quotation  rising  from 
8.60  cents  on  June  6  to  9.35  cents  for  the  period  July  27-Aug.   1.     In  early 
August  the  quotation  weakened  momentarily,   falling  to  9.25  cents  during  Aug. 
2-7  then  strengthened  to  9,40  cents  for  the  period  Sept.  7-0ct.   12,  after  which 
the  price  declined  to  9.02  cents  on  Nov.  6  where  it  remained  steady  through 
Dec.   5.     During  the  remainder  of  December  the  quotation  strengthened  finishing 
the  year  at  9.40  cents  per  pound.     At  year-end  the  world  price  was  1.57  cents 
per  pound  above  the  domestic  price  on  a  comparable  delivery  basis. 
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The  1972  raw  sugar  price  pattern  by  quarters  was  an  average  of  9.09  cents 
during  the  first  quarter,  8.81  cents  during  the  second,  9.30  cents  during  the 
third  and  during  the  fourth  quarter  the  price  averaged  9.18  cents,  or  .09 
cents  above  the  average  for  the  year. 

Domestic  Production 

Sugar  production  in  the  four  domestic  producing  areas  totaled  6,292,000 
tons  during  calendar  year  1972  or  about  150,000  tons  more  than  during  calendar 
year  1971.     Mainland  Cane  production  increased  185,000  tons,  beet  sugar  pro- 
duction was  up  105,000  tons  while  Hawaiian  production  decreased  112,000  tons 
and  Puerto  Rican  production  was  down  28,000  tons. 

Beet  sugar  production  during  calendar  year  1972  of  3,534,000  tons  was 
slightly  more  than  the  1972  marketings  of  3,515,000  tons,  and  so  year-end 
stocks  were  increased  by  about  20,000  tons.     Calendar  year  1972  production 
included  2,163,000  tons  of  1972  crop  sugar.     Old  crop  production  in  calendar 
year  1973  is  expected  to  be  the  largest  of  record  because  of  the  large  tonnage 
of  beets  that  will  be  over-wintered  since  the  weather  in  late  1972  did  not 
permit  harvest.     To  the  extent  that  the  1972  crop  exceeds  1972  calendar  year 
marketings  of  3,515,000  tons  the  Jan.   1,   1973  effective  inventory  will  exceed 
that  of  the  previous  year  when  it  was  2,717,000  tons. 

Calendar  year  1972  production  in  the  mainland  cane  area  totaled  1,340,000 
tons  or  about  185,000  tons  more  than  in  1971.     With  calendar  year  marketings 
of  about  1,638,000  tons  year-end  stocks  in  this  area  were  reduced  about  300,000 
tons.     If  1972  crop  year  production  reaches  a  total  of  1,575,000  tons,  the 
effective  inventory  would  be  down  about  65,000  tons  from  the  previous  year's 
total  of  867,000  tons.     New  crop  marketings  during  1973  must  be  about  820,000 
tons  to  fill  the  quota  for  the  area  as  compared  to  770,000  tons  marketed  in 
1972. 

Hawaiian  sugar  production  during  1972  totaled  1,118,875  tons,  or  112,000 
tons  less  than  in  1971. 

Puerto  Rican  sugar  production  in  1972  amounted  to  298,000  tons,  down 
28,000  tons  from  the  previous  year. 

World  Sugar  Situation 

The  price  for  world  bulk  sugar  f.o.b.   and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean 
ports,   including  Brazil,  averaged  7.43  cents  per  pound  during  1972,  up  64.4 
percent  from  the  4.52  cents  average  for  calendar  year  1971.     The  price  began 
the  year  on  a  strong  note  averaging  8.25  cents  per  pound  in  January,  up  from 
5,95  cents  in  December  1971.     The  monthly  average  price  increased  to  8.62 
cents  in  February  and  to  8.73  cents  in  March  and  then  began  a  decline  which 
bottomed-out  at  5.58  cents  in  July.     The  average  was  6.28  cents  in  August, 
7.04  cents  in  September  and  reached  7.42  cents  in  October.     The  price  lost 
some  ground  in  November,  falling  to  an  average  of  7.25  cents  but  rebounded 
sharply  in  December  to  9.08  cents,  the  highest  monthly  average  price  for  world 
sugar  since  February  1964  when  it  averaged  9.11  cents. 

In  November  1972,  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department 
estimated  the  1972-73  crop  of  world  centrifugal  sugar  at  82.0  million  short 
tons,  raw  value,   an  alltime  record  production  and  five  percent  above  the 

1971-  72  crop  of  77.8  million  tons.     Despite  the  increase,   production  is  ex- 
pected to  fall  short  of  consumption,  further  reducing  carry-over  stocks  from 
their  already  rather  low  level.     Cane  sugar  production  at  an  estimated  48.8 
million  tons,   is  expected  to  account  for  all  of  the  increased  production  in 

1972-  73,  as  compared  with  1971-72,  while  beet  sugar  production  is  estimated 

at  33.2  million  tons  or  practically  the  same  as  last  year.     Cold,  damp  weather 
in  most  of  the  West  European  beet  areas  is  expected  to  reduce  1972-73  crop 
production  below  that  of  1971-72,  while  in  spite  of  a  drought  in  the  USSR, 
production  is  expected  to  be  above  that  of  last  year.     In  Cuba,  weather  for 
the  1972-73  crop  has  been  favorable  and  production  is  expected  to  be  higher 
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than  the  low  production  of  1971-72.     Other  cane  sugar  producing  countries  that 
are  expected  to  show  a  significant  increase  in  production  for  the  1972-73  crop 
are  the  Dominican  Republic,  Brazil,  Republic  of  South  Africa,  Taiwan,  Phil- 
ippines,  India  and  Australia. 

F.  0.  Licht,  the  European  sugar  statistician,  on  Jan.   19,   1973,  estimated 
world  sugar  production  for  the  1972-73  crop  at  76.5  million  metric  tons  (84.3 
million  short  tons)  up  about  3.0  million  tons  from  1971-72,  an  increase  of  4.0 
percent,,     According  to  Licht' s  estimate,   1972-73  sugar  production  would  be 
approximately  1.1  million  tons  less  than  consumption,  assuming  the  rate  of 
increase  for  1972-73  would  be  about  two  percent  above  1971-72. 

At  the  ninth  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  held  Nov„  15-17, 

1972,  net  import  requirements  of  the  free  market  for  1973  were  estimated  at 
10.3  million  tons.     In  the  council's  opinion,  total  sugar  supplies  for  the 
year  as  a  whole  should  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  net  import  requirements  of 
the  free  market.     Article  45  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  provides 
that  initial  export  quotas  be  assigned  in  November;  however,   since  quotas  are 
presently  inoperative  and  likely  to  remain  so  at  least  into  the  early  part  of 

1973,  the  council  decided  not  to  allocate  initial  export  quotas  or,  at  this 
time,  fix  any  other  limitations  on  1973  sugar  exports. 

The  Secretary-General  of  UNCTAD  has  informed  the  Council  of  its  decision 
to  call  a  United  Nations  Sugar  Conference  to  negotiate  a  new  International 
Sugar  Agreement  to  take  affect  Jan.  1,   1974.     The  conference  will  open  in 
Geneva  on  May  7,  1973,  and  the  council  has  been  requested  to  prepare  the  draft 
text  of  a  document  to  form  the  basis  for  the  negotiation. 
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ADMINISTRATION  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
1973  IMPORT  QUOTA  ON  SWEETENED  CHOCOLATE,  CANDY  AND  CONFECTIONERY  ANNOUNCED 

The  U.  S-  Department  of  Agriculture  or»  Jan.  19,  1973  announced  the 
establishment  of  a  quota  limiting  1973  imports  of  sweetened  chocolate 
(other  than  in  bars  and  blocks  of  10  pounds  or  more  each) ,  candy  and  confec- 
tionery into  the  United  States,  including  Puerto  Rico,  to  198,730,900  pounds. 
Such  quota  shall  apply  to  imports  provided  for  in  items  156.30  and  157.10  of 
Part  10,  Schedule  1,  of  the  Tariff  Schedules  of  the  United  States.  Except  for 
a  portion  reserved  for  chocolate  crumb  or  powder,  the  quota  is  global  and  is 
to  be  filled  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis. 

The  regulation  announced  today  is  the  same  as  that  proposed  on  November  24. 
No  comments  or  views  were  received  from  interested  parties  regarding  the  pro- 
posal. 

Today's  action  was  based  on  the  1971  amendments  to  the  Sugar  Act  which  re- 
quire the  Secretary  to  limit  the  importation  of  such  products  to  the  larger  of 
1969-71  average  imports   (143,772,997  pounds)  or  five  percent  of  1971  confec- 
tionery manufacturers'  sales  in  the  United  States  (198,730,900  pounds). 

The  global  quota  established  by  this  regulation  is  about  30  percent  greater 
than  imports  of  such  items  in  1971  or  likely  imports  in  1972.  On  the  assumption 
that  the  1973  imports  will  not  reach  the  liberal  import  limits,  a  global  quota 
will  provide  the  least  impediment  to  commerce  and  to  the  play  of  economic  factors 
and  be  the  least  burden  to  Customs  Service.  A  global  quota,  also,  would  permit 
more  nearly  filling  the  total  import  limits  by  eliminating  the  possibility  that 
some  countries  will  be  limited  while  others  are  not  using  their  quota. 

The  regulation  announced  today  reserves  21,680,000  pounds  of  the  quota  solely 
for  the  importation  of  sweetened  chocolate  crumb  or  powder  not  for  consumption  at 
retail  which  is  controlled  by  licenses  issued  by  the  Foreign  Agriculture  Service 
of  the  Department.  The  remainder  or  global  portion  of  the  quota  amounting  to 
177,050,900  pounds  shall  be  filled  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis  except  that 
only  70  percent  of  such  quantity  amounting  to  123,956,630  pounds  may  be  imported 
on  or  before  September  30,  1973.  The  balance  is  available  for  importation  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year  when  imports  associated  with  the  holiday  periods  usually 
occur.  Individual  shipments  valued  at  $25  or  less  are  not  subject  to  the  global 
quota 

Import  licenses  or  prior  clearance  are  not  required. 


ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1972  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION  AND  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1972  SUGAR  DEFICITS: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Dec.   29,  1972  declared  additional 
deficits  in  1972  sugar  quotas  totaling  5,155  short  tons,  raw  value,  represent- 
ing 219  tons  for  Guatemala,  235  tons  for  India,  4,240  tons  for  Peru,  and  461 
tons  for  Venezuela. 

The  deficits  determined  today  for  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  of 
4,920  short  tons,  raw  value,  were  allocated  to  other  Western  Hemisphere  quota 
countries  who  have  previously  indicated  the  ability  to  supply  additional  sugar. 
The  deficit  of  235  tons  for  India  was  prorated  to  Eastern  Hemisphere  countries 
with  quotas  in  effect,  except  Ireland.     The  Philippines  did  not  receive  a  share 
of  the  deficits  declared  herein  since  they  previously  notified  the  Department 
that  they  would  be  unable  to  supply  additional  sugar.
